The Council, headquar- 
tered in Washington, D.C., 
has now embarked on a 
transition plan aimed at 
enabling it to become a 
totally private organization, 
subsisting without govern- 
ment funds, by 1980. 

One of NMPC's 35 af- 
filiated regional councils is 
located in Columbus. Jeter 
Wilkins, of the Western 
Electric Co., is chairman of 
the regional council here.

Hoffman as Straight Time's only ster, onty principal 
character, which might be the film's major flaw: you see, 
Director Grosbard seems to extrapolate those 
wag haan oe which have been known to 

gh “heavily” against the repeated criminal being able 
to reasonably cope with the normal environment. The 
bottom line is these things become six in one hand and a 
half dozen in the other, and therefore, for either Mr. 
Hoffman or the director to impose the view that we are 
suppose to have “sympathy” with the film's hero, simply 
because he is the film's hero, doesn't say anything 
positive for decent moral behavior, : 

Straight Time ‘is egy Bae mixed reviews. There 
are those who like it ause of Mr. Hoffman's 
performance, which is excellent and straight-forward, 
but with a cautious reserve, as to reinforce the notion 
{that a just released-criminal who must contend with a 
sadistic parole officer who “gets off’ by “messing with”- 
not actually doing it to them only “with” them to the 
point that he can show whomever the right way to go 
back to jail.

If a house is completely 
closed, it may explode due 
to the vacuum created by 
the tornado. Some water 
damage is preferable to 
building a new house. 

The shelter area should 
include the following: pure 
water, medicine which 
should be rotated to keep 
it. fresh, a change of 
clothing and warm 
blankets stored in plastic 
bags, a flashlight, a battery 
operated radio and can 
foods. (to make pure water 
fill an empty bleach bottle 
with water. Do not rinse it 
out, just add water and put 
it in your shelter).

The passage of the school levy is 
essential if we expect to keep schools 
open. Now - some people take that as a 
threat to force passage of the issue. That 
attitude is unfortuate. itis not a threat - 
but rather a statement of fact. Most 
people are appreciative of knowing what, 
the alternatives are. They would be angry 
if the levy failed and schools did cease 
operation. They want to be told all the 
facts so that they can make a more in- 
telligent decision. Therefore, let me say it 

_again. Without additional monies school 
can not continue to operate. 

No one, in their right mind, wants to in- 
crease their taxes (or rents) unless it can 
be showh that the alternatives or con- 
sequencés of not doing so would be 
even less desirable. Unfortunately, many 
of us do not like to face the issue. We'd 
rather ‘ignore it in hopes that it will go 
‘away, or someone else will take care of it 
for us, These individuals are apt to use 
any excuse they can find to-justify their 
non-support. The issue of busing is one 
of those excuses. 

This levy, if passed, will bring in about 
thirty million dollars each year for the 
next five years. Of that amount 6% will be 
used for busing. Yes, some of it will be

used for busing. But let's look at that ex- 
penditure carefully. 


The first phase of the desegregation 
program will cost about seven (7) 
million dollars. Of that amount the 
State of Ohio has been ordered to 
pay one half. That leaves Cleveland 
with the responsibility for 3.5 million. 
Now, 1.8 million is the cost of 
desegregation activities which the 
school system has already been 
committed whether we had busing or 
not. So.- that leaves just 1.7 million 
dollars which will be used in the 
busing program. 

Those are the facts! 

As you can see this amounts to about 
6% of the total. Even if we could defer 
the busing the schools still need the 
remaining 28 million to keep schools 
open, Therefore the busing is not a 
reasonable excuse for failing to support 
the levy. 


In reality, the Supreme Court of our 
land has declared tiat desegregation 
programs, of systems declared guilty of 
segregation have first priority of any 
available money over any other school 
activity. So that is not one of the choices 
we can make. The issue is still this’= Do 
we want schools open or not? If the an-

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FDA Plans to Regulate Eye Cosmetics: A young 
Georgia woman who accidentally scratched her left 
eye with a mascara brush now is blind in that eye 
infection that developed despite 


because of an 


prompt medical treatment. Doctors have discovered 
that the mascara, which she had bought only two 
months earlier and had used daily, had lost its preser- 
vative properties, permitting the growth of harmful 


bacteria. 


Because of this and similar cases, the Food and 
Drug Administration has said it will soon propose 
rules for cosmetics that are used around the eyes. In 
a recent Federal Register notice that cited “several 
injuries, 
acknowledged that mascaras easily pick up micro- 
organisms when the brush is taken fromm the container 


reports’’ of serious eye 


and applied to the lashes. 


The number of injuries or adverse reactions to eye 
cosmetics is difficult to estimate, largely because 
most go unrecognized or unreported. In_mild cases, 
consumers tend to switch products and forget the 
matter. In severe cases that require medical attention, 
doctors often fail to trace the injury to cosmetics. . 

Health officials say most mascaras now contain 
preservatives.

It seems that since Dennis J. 
Kucinich became mayor, Cleveland 
has experienced one crisis after 
another. : 

Some like those caused by the 
weather, could not have sen an- 
ticipated. Others, like the carnival 
money handled by City Councilmen, 
and the 17th street extension sur- 
faced because the Kucinich ad- 
ministration, composed largely of 
inexperienced people, had not had 
enough time in their new respon- 
sibilities to know all the facts and, 
how to react under such circumstan- 
ces. 


The city budget, CEI debt, Muny 
light plant, remained in the crisis 
state because the administration 
confused hard facts with fancy 
idealism. ‘ 

The conStant headlines in the 
news media during the past three’ 
months, relating in one way or 
another with troubles at City Hall, 
have alarmed many people—and, 
created some skepticism about the 
competency of those. operating the 
store at City Hall. - 

As fast as a sigh of relief was had 
on one issue, another quickly sur- 
faced. So; to the average citizen, this 
town appears to be operating in a 
rather chaotic and confused 
disorientated way.

Women Play Active Role 
In Early Years of CUL 


In 1930, Mary Saunders was hired by 
the Columbus Urban League to spend 
two weeks working on the Joint Welfare 
Fund. She stayed 46 years. 

Saunders is one of the many women 

who have played a vital role in the 
Columbus Urban League movement. As 
secretary to five directors, Saunders was 
close to the pulse of the organization and 
recalls some of the women who have 
played an important role. 
“ Ohe of her first recollections is of 
Charlotte Ellis, director of the Colored 
Big Sisters, whose call in 1930 brought 
Saunders to the “temporary” job where 
she would spend the next 46 years. 

Etlis'counseted girls with problems and 
was often able to keep them from going 
to institutions, Saunders gaid. 

In one case, Saunders recalled, Ellis 
took a girl into her own home on Mt. Ver- 
non Ave. She stayed with her for years, 
Saunders said. Ellis, who was with the 
Urban League for 10-12 years, worked 
closely with the Women's Reformatory 
and with volunteers who acted as big 
sisters, 

Other activities in which Ellis was in- 
volved included a well-baby clinic and 

- the ofganization of block groups. 

Another staff member who joined the 
Urban League in the mid-thirties was 
Mattie Johnson, who was community ser- 
vices director. Johnson worked with doc- 
tors to set up medical examination 
clinics in outlying communities such as 
Urbancrest and American Addition. The 
clinics provided health education, 
checkups and immunization. 

Johnson later directed after-school ac- 
tivities such. a. homemaking, musical 
arts, practical nursing and sewing: 

Among the active volunteers trom the 
early years recalled by Saunders were 
Geneva Free, Kitty Green and Mrs. Myron 
Seibert. Free was a hard working mem- 
ber of both the Urban League and the 
Colored Big Sisters Board during the 
1940's. Green was also on both boards 


and, according to Saunters, “carried a 
lot of weight.” 

“If you had a question, you were told to 
see Kitty Green,” she explained. “She 
had-a- warm, radiating personality.” 

Seibert was an older white woman who 
lived in Upper Arlington and served on 
the board from about 1927 to 1937, and 
was very influentia: in the community. 

While women have always been active 
in the Urban League and have, according 
to Saunders, been appropriately 
recognized for their contributions, she 
said there has been a vast change in the 
role they have played. 

“Women used to have a place: on the 
committees or board,” she said, “but now 
they.-are -in-teadership roles.” 

Another person whose activity with the 
Urban League has spanned the years is 
Anna Stahl, who, along with her sister, 
Alice Harrison, has been active since the 
1930's. Both have been members of the 
Urban League Guild since the early years 
and Stahl served as secretary of the UL 
board. Stahl also was co-chairman of a 
project that raised funds to furnish the 
first playground for the American Ad- 
dition. 

Stahl recalls the days when “report 
meetings” were held for Roll Call Mem- 
bership Drives. The meetings were lively 
and featured singing as various teams 
vied to see who brought in the. most 
money. Stahl’s sister, Alice Harrison, was 
the pianist at those meetings. 

In additiom to some of the persons 
mentioned by Saunders; Stahl noted that 
Anna B. Jones was a member of the 
board and influential in the community, 
and Velma Davis and Ejetta Fears were 
secretaries to the board. Persons who 
were active in the Guild included Lucille 
Curtis, Ruth Abramson, Doris Shartle, Dr. 
Amalie Nelson and Florence Horchow. 

Women who were charter members of 
the National Quarter Century Club in- 
cluded Isla Bowser, Saunders, Stahl, 


Harrison and Geneva Free.
